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THE BATTLE OF 
TSUSHIMA.

Tue complaint of Reuter’s’ cor- 
respondent at Tokio conveyed 
the telegram that we publish this 
morning, that “all information as to 
Saturday's historic events”-in the 
Straits ‘of ‘Tsushima was “ either 
withheld or its transmission refased,” 
seems to us a little premature. Ac- 
cording to our own telegrams from 
Tokio, the two fleets did not meet 
until Saturday afternoon, and there 
could hardly be time for the descrip- 
tion of the battle and its results to 
reach Tokio on Saturday night, when 
Reuter’s correspondent must have 
dispatched his telegram. 
Suffering as Admiral Rozhdiest- 
vensky is reported to be, he has 
conducted the movements of his fleet 
with consummate skill. There is 
nothing remarkable in his bringing 
his fleet to the Chins, Sea, sos) ler- 
ing the many months at his disposal, 
and the fact that there has peu 
opposition to his movements from the 
fapanese’;-but the skill with which 
he has baffled the curiosity of the 
public, since his stay of more than a 
month: on the coast of Annam, and 
taken his fleet thence to Jay 
waters, almost’ without being seen, is 
worthy of” all admiration. The 
diversion of a detachment to the 
“Saddles was an excellent expedient ; 
and that he shou'd take his main 
force direct to the Tsushima Strait, 
where it was poorly understood 
-that Admiral Togo was waiting for 
him, shows that he has full con- 
fidence in his ships and men. 
That during the months that have 
elapsed since he left the Baltic -he 
has done everything in his power to 
bring his ships and men up to the 
highest pitch of which they are cap- 
able, cannot be doubted. With all 
this, we do not suppose that the 
Japanese, anxious as they may be 
have any doubt as to the issue of the 
fight. eré is no reason to 
that Admiral Rozhdiestvensky is a 
better naval tactician than Admiral 
‘Togo; in fact, his fame rests ‘largely 
‘on the apocryphal affair of the Vesta 
and the Turkish ironclad in the Black 
Sea; nor could he possibly have had 
anywhere Admiral 'Togo’s experience 
of handling a fleet in action. That 
the Russian vessels are better than 
the Japanese in themselves, cr in any- 
thing like such good condition even 
after their polishing-up in Indo- 
China, no-one would assert ; and the 
Russian superiority in battleships'is 
fally made up by the Japanese 
superiority in big armoured ‘ernisers. 
‘As to the crews, there ‘can be no 
comparison whatever. ‘There onght, 








therefore, 10 be no doubs as to. the 
issue of the action; but there is 
alway the. element -of chance .to be 
considered, and the chances of ba'tle, 
are proverbial.

Ir was not unti) late last evening 
that we received the first news from. 
Tokio of Admiral Tozo’s magnificent 
victory in Tsushima Straits. The 
gallant Admiral has fully justified 
the e: tious of his countrymen 
and his foreign admirers. He was 
acoused of inaetivity, he wns told in 
the Press that he ought to have sent 
his ships away to attack the Russians 
in detail before Admiral Rozhdiest- 
vensky and Nibogatof could join 
their forces ;-but he waited in grim 
silence in the belief that the Rus- 
sians would take the shortest course 
to Viadivostock when they once de- 
cided ‘to leave the coast of Annam. 
He had made his plans for‘ meeting 
the enemy there, and ‘they came 
there just as he bad expected. The 
news received from Chinese and other 
sources yesterday morning was good 
enough for his countrymen, but the 
nctual facts are far better. Accordingto 
the “ Ostasiatische Lloyd” telegrams| 
from Peking, Tientsin, and Tsingtao, 
the Japanese suceceded in sinking 
four Ru-sian vessels, includmg: the 
fine new battleship Borodino, of| 
18,600 tons and 18 knots’ speed, 
armed with four 12-inch guns, 
twelve 6-inch, twenty 3-iuch, and 
twenty-six small gans. The Ameri- 
can Consul at Ni ‘ki has tele- 
graphed to Washington that the 
Japanese sank one battleship, doubt- 
tess the Borodino, four other war- 
ships, and a repairing ship; while 
news’ was received here privately 
yesterday that- the Japanese suc- 
‘ceeded in capturing on Sunday an- 
other battleship -and a crniser. It 
seems probable that Admiral Rozh- 
diestvensky’s plan, notwithstanding 
his superiority in battleships, was to 
make a running fight of it, not 
attempting to crush the Japanese 


fleet, but, as in the flight of the| Pan 


Russians from-Port Arthur on the 
10th of Angast, to get through with 
as many of his ships as he could; 
knowing that he must lose some of 
them in the process, a loss to be 
borne with the usual Russian fatalism. 
Nothing has: struck observers here 
more during the whole course of the 
ar, than’ the good-humoured fata- 
lism with which the survivors have 





treated all the disasters of the past 
year. If-this‘was; as we surmised, 
‘Admiral Rozhdiestvensky’s plan,’ it 


would account for the fact that none 
of the reports which have reached 
ug mention any Japanese losses. . 

Bat we tow learn from our ex- 
clusive telegram that Admiral Toge’s 
disposition of his force was such 
be was able to hold the Russians in 
the Strait, and succeeded in inflict 
ing on them an irreparable blow. 
The Russian’ losses amount to a 
virtual annihilation of a great portion 
of the Baltic armada, To the Boro- 
dino, of whose sinking we had al- 
ready heard, have to be added the 
sister battleship Alexander the Third, 
sunk, two more battleships, includ- 
ing the flagship of Admiral Niboga- 
a. ae with the Admiral, one 

cruiser and seven others 
sunk, and two crui-ers and two other 
vessels captured. 

In our Osaka telegram will be 
found a fuller list of the vessels sunk 
or captured, So carefully did Ad- 
miral Togo lay his plans that as far 
ag is known, only one fast cruiser, the 
Izamrad, got away, while there are 
three vessels apparently unaccounted 
for as-yet. As expected, the brant 
of the fighting on the Japanese side 
appears to have been borne by the 
destroyers, which accounts for the 
Japanese losses being so s'ight, while 
four vessels, the Nicolai I (battleship), 
Orel (Gatslebip) ‘Admiral Seniavin, 
ands, General Admiral Apraxine— 
theBe- two last being coast defence 
ships of some 4,000 tons each—sur- 
rendered without fighting. According 
to the official telegram, the prisoners 
now mount up to three thousand, and 
Sighting was still going on. When the 
time permits of Admiral Togo’s send- 
ing a full report, we shall appreciate 
better this great victory, which con- 
firms his position among the greatest 
captains of alltime. The official re- 
poré, which reached us late last night 
and the other telegrams speak for 
him more strongly than any embel- 
lishments of aan can des. On rer’ 
fight hung the future of , but 
Jepan put her fall faith in her Ad- 
miral, and he has proved himself 
worthy of the trust reposed in him 
and in his devoted band of seamen to 
whom their Emperor and their comn- 
try are more than fame or reward 
or life itself. They have all done 
splendidly and no sailors in the world 
could have done better. Every En- 
glishman will join in the joy which 
is feltin the land ofhis allies, the Ja- 
ese ; and will hope that this des- 
truction of Russia's last hope will be 
soon followed by: peace. é

. THE sixteenth decisive battle of 
the world has been fought almost 
exactly a hundred years sfter the 
battle of Trafalgar by the Japanese 
Nelson, Admiral Togo, and the sea- 
power of Russia has been almost 
entirely annihilated for the time 
being. Piecing together the numer- 
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ous telegrams that have reached us, 
mainly from our Tokio correspondent, 
we ‘begin to beable to follow intelli- 
gently the course of the battle. It will 
be for naval historians to point out at 
Iéngth the vast differences which the 
lapse of a hundred years has brought 
about between the ships and the 
fighting at Trafalgar and Tsushima, 
and how much greater experience 
Nelson, who was a sailor and a fight-r 
from his youth, had had than Togo, 
who before last year had only been 
in one naval campaign as captain of 
the Naniwa against a very ill-provid- 
ed foe. Wht is certair 3s that Tsu- 
shima was as momentous’ 
Japan as Trafalgar was for 
Vith the prescience 
the man born to high com 
prescience which Wellington describ- 
ed as knowing when you were on one 
side of a hill what the enemy were 
doing on the other slde—Admiral 
Togo had made up his mind that his 
chemy would take the shortest route 
tw Viadivostock by way of the Tsu- 
shima Strait, Although as a precau- 
tionary measure, Admiral Kamimura 
was sent to Formosan waters with a 
cruiser squadron—so that Admiral

Two 
Russ‘an vessels have indeed come 
here, some of the crew of which have 
told’ stories of what they saw on 


{Saturday ; but it seems that they 


got out of the fight s soon as they 
cou'd, and their reports are obvious- 
ly valueless. What we do know is 
that, as was expected, Admiral ‘ogo 
relied mainly on his des:royers, 
torpedo-bosts, and submarines. We 
know fom experienca that it is 
almost impossible to destroy an iron- 
clad by shell fire, and very difficult 
o dy it by torpedoes; and there is 
very little doubt that the loss of 
so many Russian ironclads was 
effected by submarines, their first 
use in naval warfure, in which they 
have thus proved their efficiency. 
The .esults of the ba‘tle we know, 
Except the four which surrendered 
‘and are already in Japanese dock- 
yards, every Rassian ironclad is sunk, 
4s well asa large number of small 
vessels, and the only free survivors 
of the dreaded Armada, the first, 
second, and third Baltic fleets, are 
the two or possibly three cruisers 
which, it is supposed, suceeded in 
making their escape to Viadivos- 
tozk, Two of the Russian Admirals, 
Rozhdiestvonsky and Nibogatoff, 
are already prisoners at Snseho, 
the former having been captured 
in a torpedo-boat, with the whole 
staft ofthe Kniaz Suvaroff, off the 
island some 200 miles north-north- 
east of Fusan, in the Japan Sea, 
known as Erlung, Dagelet, or Mat- 
sushima, What is so extraordinary 
as to be almost incredible is thut, 
according to Admiral Togo’s reports, 
the Japanese have not had a siagle 
vessel larger than a torpodo-bost 
sunk or even disabled, and the 
total casualties in the first fightin; 
fleet are only four hundre i, Admital 
‘Togo’s destroyers are still scouring 
the Japan Sea, looking for any 
lame ducks that may be still 
afloat, but! it appeara that the 
Russian losses in ships must be 
all or nearly all kaown. The Russian 
loss of life must have been enormous, 
Tuo prisoners are rep tted to number 
three thousand. The four ironclads 
that surrendered would account for 
about two thousand of these, so that 
i: appears that only aboct one thou- 

were saved from the sevent-en 
ves-els reported sunk.

RUSSIA AND THE 
NEUTRALITY OF 
CHINA. 


29th May, 

ACCORDING to the St. Petersburg 
corresponient of the London 
“Times,” Russia has notified China 
of her intention to march troops 
through Mongolia, to checkmate the 
Japanese flanking movement. This 
decision, we are told, has evokel 
something akin to consternation in 
the Dip'omatic Corps, and is re- 
garded as the first step towards the 
annexation of Chinese territ ry, aud 
the opening of the question of the 
partition of China, 

We must hope for the sake of 
Russia as we'l as of China that the 
“Times” correspondent has been 
isinformed. Such an aggression as 
this on the neutrality of China, such 
a cynical endeavour to make China 
come to Russia’s aid in her war with 
JInpan, coal! only be a counsel of 
despair, No doubt Russia could 
count on the ind:fference of Franc: 
and Germany, but the other Powers, 
England and. the United Sta‘es 
prowinenily, have bound themselves 
to see the integrity of China pre- 
served; and unles Russia ia her 
despair is really anxious to involve 
other Powers in order, as-has been 
often suggeste'l, to get an excuse for 
owning her-olf beaten, she would 
hardly put this affront on the Anglo- 








Saxon Powers. It is possible that’ it 
might have been hinted that if ths 
worst came to the worst it might bo 
necessary t» sen-l troops through 
Mongolix, and the “Times” corres- 
pondent might have heard this 
and attached more importance to it 
than it deserved ; or. ihe suggestion 
might have heen thrown ont to see 
how the Powers would take it; but 
that Russia has actually notified 
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China “ot her. intention to commit 
thisgross breach of neutrélity we 
can hardy believe. OF corse, if 
China allowed Russia to m ke use

This doos not appear 
in tho minutes, but the Committoo will 
no doubt confirm the above statement. 


Now it appoars that when the Brash 
Co. was asked for £3,500, a new steel 
bridge was contemplated as at present, 
‘and that being 80, we fail to see any good 
reason why our principals should be now 
asked for so much moro: in fact there 
seems to be good reason’ for asking less, 
for exchange is now about 12 per cont 
highor than it was at that time, 


However in order to show the Council 
that we have every desire to be as liberal 
as possible, we now agree to a contril 
tion of £5,000 towards the construction 
of this new bridge. 

Contributions towards other proposed 
neww bridges over the Soochow Oreek—Our 
principals agreo to pay £2,000 to- 
‘wards each of the proposed new bridges, 
but it is hoped that every endeavour will 
be made, so that ono bridgo only—beside 
the Garden Bridgo, will be usod for a 
tramway crossing, in accordance with the 
view expressed at tho meeting before 
referred to, and noted in the minutes of 
same. 


Wood Paving of Track.—Our principals 
aro willing toipave with wood the track 
from Shanghai Club (or Yangking- 
pang Creek) to the Astor House H 
and from the Bund to the Recreation

‘The question as to whether any wood 
paving of track should be undertaken 
before the Council is prepared to pave 
with wood the remaining portions of the 
roads, was brought up at the moeoting of 
the 3rd instant, and we desire here to 
express the opinion that it would be very 
undesirable for public convenience to 
have any of the roadways surfaced partly 
‘wood, and partly with metal,

Ho is not in Shanghai or I would 
leave it to him to reply or not ss he 
thought best. My excuse for writing. 
this reply is that I was requested by the 
Shanghai Missionary Association to pre- 
paro 8 paper for the April meoting of the 
‘Association giving an account of this 
book. It may have been that it was that 
paper which direqed your corrospon- 
dent’s attention to Mr. Baller’s work 
and provoked his criticism, I therefore 
foel that, in justice to Mr, Baller and to 
your readers, I mast reply briefly to this 
Toview. 

Objection is taken, in the first place, 
to tho translation of the title, which is 
said to be “very unfortunate.”. Your 
correspondent ought to have known that 
the title “ Fortunate Union” is not Mr. 
Baller’s translation, The book has been 
kmown nader that name for nearly a 
hundred years, and Mr. Baller has too 
much good sense and good taste to have 
abandoned the well-known title for one 
of his own creation. We speak of “The 
Sacred Edict” and “The Doctrine of the 
Mean” and of many other books, tho 
English rondering of which is not oxactly 
‘true to the Chinese title, but no sane 
man would propose to change the names 
which have been in use for such s long 
period at this late date, and only confu- 
sion would result from the attempt if it 
‘were mado, 

Giles, in his Dictionary, page -245, 
translates the title as Mr. Baller docs, 
“The Fortunate Union;” most of us 
will still rogard him ax a higher authority 
than your anonymous correspondent. 

Your correspondent cannot find langu- 
age severe enough to condemn Mr. 
Ballor’s translation of @g Zh =F as the 
“Iron Duke.” It is certainly not an 
accurate rendering and isnot given as 
such. Mr, Baller uses it in the preface 
of his book as ® paraphrase of the hero's 
title. Nevertheless, I assort categorical- 
ly, in opposition to’ your correspondent, 
that the words “Iron Duke,” faulty as 
they: are, convey far truer “mental 
picture” of what the Chinese author 
meant to pourtray his hero tobe, than 
his description of the young man as “A 
‘bachelor of arts, of about twenty years of 
‘age, with face as delicate and beautiful

as that of a girl.” By the name “Iron” 
the writer wishes us to understand that 
the “scion of a noble house” was a 
Person of iron will and iron muscle. 
Under his scholar’s gown he wears “a 
tight-fitting military dress.” Ho is = 
knight errant whose aim in life is to 
deliver virtuous and beautiful damsels 
from their oppressors. He arms himself 
with a heavy brass mallet, bursts into the 
villain’s castle, and rescues the lady 
from the midst of her foes. “ Duke” is 
not, it is true, a literal translation of 
2yF but “Iron Duke” conveys no 
inexact mental picture of the man who 
does @uch deeds of derringdo. Your 
correspondent dislikes the arrange- 
ment of the book because it opens, as all 
English books do, at the left and reads 
toward the right, and not as in Chinese 
books from right to left. Surely tha 
critic mt have been sore put to to find 
‘something to grumble at when he pitched 
on this, A sufficient reply is that this 
Chinese book is edited for English readers 
‘and is therefore arranged in th 

most familiar to them, If your corres 
pondent will examine those books which 
Mr. Ballor has prepared for Chinese 
ch as “ The Life of Spurgeon,” 
yy real from right 
ft,the arrangement with which the 
Chinese are familiar.

First.—It is genorally accepted in the 
wost, that all articles and commodities of 
public necessity such as water and light- 
ing should be supplied and administered 
by the public authority in the public 
interest not by private companies for 
private profit, All these things are 
monopolies. You cannot have two sets 
of-waterworks or lighting ina town. It 
js therefore :proper that such should be 
in the hands of the public. 

Thoso twetity-nine poople may say it 
ought not to be 80; that private com- 
panies can manage these things equally 
well: but that my proposition is true: 
they cannot deny. 

Tt is clear therefore that if the rato- 

jors fall in with this proposal they will

Thirdly.—Let the ratepayers remember 
that this tendency incresses rather than 
diminishes. We shall be told no doubt that 
our electric lighting has been inefficient 
‘and that a private company could manage 
it better. Well if that be the case 
Shanghai must bea singular, as it would 
be a unique, place. It is not true of any 
other place, The population of all other 
great cities are rescuing these natural 
monopolies, the supply of the elemental 
conditions of existence from private 
corporations. Surely they know which 
is most efficient? If private manage- 
ment were the better why is London 
wrestling to set herself free from 
private monopolists in water supply? 

London is conservative in politics, but 
progressive in municipal matters, be- 
cause a long and bitter experience has 
told her that in the old bad days of the 
companies she was badly sorved and 
extortionately charged. 

Fourthly.—Thore are, as far as I know 
“no examples of any cities whatever 
handing back to private companies 
of their municipal undertakings.” There 
may be an odd one here and there, but 
they can be of no weight against the 
countless instances in the other direction. 
Universally cities are buying out the 
compa ‘That they often do so st 
enormous cost makes the fact the more 
significant. Not one of them would 
droam of acting as we are to be asked to 
act! Would Liverpool or Birmingham 
sell their magoificont waterworks ?

LEGAL IF NOT 
CAUGHT. 


In certain quarters it would soem the 
opinion prevailed that because Japan and 
Russia were engaged in war neutral 
nations should not trade with either of 
the belligerents. 

Such an opinion is opposed to the free 
and unrestricted commerce of nations 
which is guaranteed by international law. 

When a foreign war is carried on the 
trade of neutrals with the bell is 
hampered by only two restrictions. A 
neutral is not at liberty to give help to 
one of the belligerent States by convey- 
ing to it certain classes of goods which 
will assist it in the war, uor to trade 
ith ports of one belligerent Stato which 
have been blockaded by the other. 

The two restrictions above stated in- 
clade what may be defined as contrabands 
of war, and what may, by international 
law, be defined as an effective blockade. 

But aside from the restrictions and the 
principles they are meant to 
the commeret 
and belligerents 

Although neutral State 
restrictions upon the xctions of their 
subjects or citizens, and acquiesce in the 
condemnation which follows upon 
breaches of them, the law does not con- 
clude that the breaches are illegal, nor 
that th will decline to enforce 
contracts which have boon the 
view of breaking through the restrictions, 
as by carrying contrabapd govds, or 
running blockades. 

‘Pho doctrine in favour of froe and un- 
restricted coramerce is laid down by Lord 
Westbury as follows :—

MENT TO THE 
CHINESE GENTRY 
REGARDING THE AMERICAN 
TREATY AND EXCLUSION ACT, 


Shanghai, China, 22nd May 1905. 

In 1894 the Governments of China ana 
the United States, animated by a strong 
dlosire to amicably settle, in a manner 
reciprocally benoficial to the interests of 
the poople of both the question 
of the coming of Chinese labourers into 
the United States, which the experience 
acquired since the signing of the first 
treaty between China and America on 
this subject, had shown required import- 
ant revision, concluded a new tre 
covering this subject, and for a p 
ton yours, 

‘Tha last article of this treaty stipulat- 
ed that if six months prior to the date 
fixed for its expiration (Dec. 7th 1904.) 
neither of the signatory Powers had 
declared its desire to see it terminate, it 
should remain in Pree for another period 
of ten years. During the summer of last 
year (1904) the Chinese Government in-

the treaty of 1894 to terminate. At the 
same time it declared its wish to begin 

iating for the conclusion of s new 
treaty on the subject, and in August of 
last year. that is say, about seven months 
ago, it sent to the American Secretary of 
State through the Chinese Minister at 
Washington « ‘first draft of a treaty to 
serve asa preliminary basis for the dis- 
cussion of the matter. 

‘This draft was carefully considered by 
the American Government, and in due 
course a counter-draft was sent to the 
Chinese Minister at Washington, and was| 
by him forwarded to the Wai, Wu Pu for 
its consideration. This American counter- 
draft embodied the p and met 
the wishes of the Chinese Government 
with only such changes as were deemed 

in the interest of both nations 
and of greater simplicity in execution. 

‘This American counter-draft was in 
turn transmitted by His Excellency Liang 
Chéng tothe Wai Wu Pa, and some three 
months later, that is to say about three

On the contrary, all 
the suggestions of the American Govern- 
ment tend solel plify and expedite 
the coming of ons of these latter 
classes to our country, for it is the earnest 
wish of .the residents and people. of 
America to extend to such visitors all 
ouch courtesies and faci that inay 
enable them to become better acquainted 
with our laud and its inhabitants, our 
modes of thought, our methods of educa- 
tion and aduinistration. ‘They, believe 
at by such kuowledge, better than by 
all other means, our relstions with China| 
will constantly grow closer and more 
friendly; no treaty between the two: 
countries which has not for its object the 
closening and the improving of the 
relations between them could ever be 
conceived, let alone discussed, at least 
by the ‘Gorernments of the United 
‘States and China.

“NORTH-CHINA DAILY NEWS” 
EXPEDITION BOARDED BY 
‘A RUSSIAN CRUISER, 


THE DNIEPER ON PATROL. 





‘At nine o'clock on Saturday night the 
steam-tug Samson, specially chartered 
by the “ North-China Daily News” cast 
off from the P. & O. jetty onthe Shang- 
hai Bund, slid down the Huangpu, and 
‘away towards the Yangtze mouth. | The 
‘object of the small party on board was 
to verify, or modify, if possible, some of 
the many rumours which have been 








current since the Russian transports 
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entored Woosung on Thursday night. 
Thoy returhod at 6.18 a.m. this (Monday 
morning) after .a “vary interesting and 
successful trip, “as the result of which 
they are able to aunounce that, while 
there is no Baltic fleet anchored any- 
where among the Saddle Island Group, 
‘and none has been seen there at all by 
the residents on the island, one Russian 
cruiser at least is patrolling the direct 
course between Shanghai and Nagasaki, 
overhauling passing vessels, aud watching 
things generally on behalf of the Russians. 
‘The vessel is the converted Volunteer 
steamer Petersburg, now known as 
the auxiliary cruiser Duieper, a boarding-

A puff of amoke on the horizon, noted 
by the Chinese seammn on watch, woke 
everyone up to interest all at’ once, 
Through the glasses a two-funn 
three-masted vessel now became vit 
steaming slowly and far ahead across 
the Samson’s bows. Full speed ahead 
was ordered and very few minutes 
disclosed the vessel as undoubtedly a 
cruiser and a Russian. Her hull was 
black, her funnels conspicnously and 
surprisingly yellow; the blue cross of 
St. Andrew flow from her peak. Slowly 
she continued across the Samson’s bows, 
and on the crowded decks officers could

proaching craft. But to all apperrance 
the tugboat’s red ensign and obviously 
harmless character was reassuring, and 
we were to be treated as unworthy of 
further notice. Not until she was fully 
by, was the cruiser suddenly swnng round 
to port, and then, as she drow right 
‘opposite, the signal flags fluttered up, 
“stop instantly.” Simultaneously. dram- 
mers could be seen bi the crew to 
quarters, and the whole of her starboard 
guns were trained directly on the Samson. 
The m ye was one which admitted of 
no disobedience, and the tug hove to. 

Closing in to easy hailing distance the 
cruisor gavo herself to our inspection. 
The sides had apparently been nowly 
painted, and the vessel presented a not 
‘unworkmanlike appearance. Her arma- 
ment appeared to consist of two six-inch 
guns, fore and aft respectively, eight 
4.7 guns, and several machine guns. 
There wore searchlights both on 
fore and after masts, and wireless tele- 
‘graphic apparatus on the main. The 
most striking point in her appearance, 
however, was the crowd of men upon her 
decks. She looked more like a transport 
crammed with troops than a battleship 
about to go into action. 

A boat lowered from her side came 
alongside the Samson, and two 
officers boarded the tug. ‘Both were moet 
pleasant, courteous gentlemen, and the 
junior officer spoke English’ with an

Witness 
remembered Andrée coming to the office 
in March last to soo him, He came into 
tho office and said he had met the editor 
of the “Times” in Japan, who had told 
him to write an account of his (Andrée’s)

‘By the Court—Witnoss saw the pris- 
oner about the day or the day after 
tho Minnesota arrived here ou her first 
trip. When the prisoner came in wit- 
ness knew his face but did not remem- 
ber what his name was. Witness asked 
him his name and ho replied that it 
was Andrée, Then witness remembor- 
ed him, From the prisoner's convorsa- 
tivn,witness understood that he had been 
8 passenger on board the Minnesota. 

‘Inspector McDowell, recalled, said that 
among the documents found upon the 
prisoner wore two letters, ouo in the 
nature of # receipt, aud a certificate of 
registration as a British subject, (Docu- 
ments produced.) 

‘Asked if he had any questions to put, 
the prisoner said he was a Briti-h subject 
in 1902, but since then had been two 
years in the United States. He bad 
foresworn his allegiance to the British 
Urown and hed his first papers of Amer- 
ican citizenship made out in the City of 
San Francisco in the State of California. 
On the 23rd of March this year he had 

paid to Mr, Davidéon, the Acting Consul, 
The Consular feos,” which hed been 
forwarded to America for witness's 
final papers of citizenship. The papers 
now be either at the American Con- 
ulate or on their way there. He had no 
time to call for his papers before he left 
‘America, ‘so they were written for from 
Shanghai. Hie kaa in his possession his 
first papers. g the time he was 
away from hanghal he had paid no 

Consular feos to the Consulate here. He 
had told Inspector McDowell about his 
having American’ papers. He thought 
the papers made him an American 
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citizen and now wished to claim 
American citizenship. 

His Worship pointed out that the 
certificate of his registration as a British 
subject was dated as recently as 1903. 
‘His Worship would be only too glad to 
let the American Consul have the pri- 
soner, but hed his doubts as to whether 
it was possible. 

Inspector McDowell, _ro-examiaod, 
said that on the way up from Woosung 
the prisoner mentioned something about 
having American first papors. Witness 
asked him if he wished to claim Ameri- 
‘can citizenship and tho prisoner said: “I 
do not. Tama Britisler.” As soon as 
the prisoner arrived at Shanghai he asked 
if he could see the British police magis- 
trate. 

The prisoner said that Inspector 
McDowell told him that tho fact that he 
was employed at the British Post Office 
made him a British subject. Ho was not 
treated properly. He was not allowed to 
land the mail, although be had a pass to 
do so. He was hustled along the deck 
of the Bengal and the mail was left to the’ 
tender mercies of a coolie.

If you had reported the fact of the 
man’s presence in French town would it 
not have been a matter of ease for you 
obtained a warrant for the arrest 
thief?—Idid not know exactly 
was, and I had to send 
someone to watch him, and then report 
the matter and get a warrant, It would 
take some time, 

But apparently the thiof was in this 

lodging-house in French town for two 
days ?—Ho was not staying there all tho 
time. .

By this publication 
the ratepayers are put in'o poss¢s-ion 
of most valuxble information to assist 
them in deciding on their course of 
action at the meeting to be held on 
Tuesday next, and the Council is put 
in a much better position vis-A-vis 
the public. ‘There has been an im- 
ression fur some time that, while it 
Bas been. felt hopeless to openly 
change the decision of the ratepayers 
in favour of tramways, there has 
been a strong undercurrent of opposi- 
tion which has succeeded in postpon- 
ing their actual construction year 
after year; and there was a vague 
suspicion afloat that this calling of 
another special meeting was axother 
effort of the supposed undercurrent, 
The documents published yesterday 
morning will dissipate this suspicion, 
but they will not entirely acquit the 
Council of yielding perhaps rather 
weakly to the promoters of the special 
meeting, with the result tat, what- 
ever the issue of the mecting, the 
actual construction of tramways is 
again postponcd more or less. 

‘Alter some correspondence with 
the agents of Messrs. Bruce Peebles 

Co, Ld., whose tender the Council 
found the most acceptable, and after 
the virtual acceptance by the tender-| 
ers of the modifications and new! 
conditions proposed by tho Council, } 
the Acting Secretary wrote on the! 
25th of May to the agents of 
Bruce Peebles & Co.: “I am to 
inform you that the Council at its 
meeting of the 17th instant author- 
ised the Special Committee to make 
a firm offer of the concessiun to 
Messrs. Bruce Peebles & Cv.” The 
Council therefore had viriually ac- 
cepted this tonder on the 17th ult. 
but for a whole w ok no’hing was 
said apparently to the successful 
tenderer, and this letter of the 25th 
was im answer to a letter fiom the 
agents of Bruce Peebles & Co. of 
the 24th, asking that the decision of 
the Council should be officially com- 
municated. So far so good. The 
Council had asked for t-nders for a 
tramway service, had received and 





considered them, and finally accepted 
the tender of. Bruce Peebles & Co., 
all thisbeing in strict accordance with 
the wishes of the ratepayers ‘This 
obviously should have closed the 
preliminaries ;but theCouncil, weakly 


‘as it seems to us, allowed a big red 


herring to be drawn across the scent, 
for they go on to say in their letter 
of the 25th ult.:.“On the following 
day the Council received an intima- 
tion that a special mecting of rate- 
payers was about to be convened for 
the discussion of a proposal to sell 
the Municipal Electricity Depart- 
ment in conjunction with the tram- 
way concession. Ata special meeting 
of the Council it was thereupon 
decided to take no further step in 
the negotiations with Messr-. Bruce 
Peebles & C>, until after the rate- 
payers’ meeting.” 

In calling for tenders there was no 
suggestion from the Council that un 
offer for the purchise of their elec- 
tricity department would he con- 
sidered, so that it seems to us thet 
the Council should h-ve adhered to 
their decision of the 17th and treated 
the offer to purchase the department 
as an entirely distincs matter; and 
that Bruce Peeb'es & Co. have a right 
to feel some dissatistaction, For 
ourselves, we agree with Mr. Darwent 
and others tha’ the sale would be a 
great mistake. ‘The department has, 
owing to some incompetence in the 


past, given a great deal of troublo, 
and it has not been abla to keep 
with the rapidly growing demande of 


Shanghai. Under the very able 
ree of Mr. ‘Aldridge, it is 
speedily being brought into a fully 
satisfactory evndition, and with a 
comparatively slight further expen- 
diture, its capacity will be adequate 
to supply all the demands for light 
and power in the Settlements, and 
the current for the tramways, from 
which a Lirge steady income is as- 
sured. The offer of 1} million tuels 
for the departm:nt looks a vei 

liberal one, seeing that the bool 

value is only half that amount. But 
in the first p'ace, the book value is far 
below itsreal value, and no one would 
offer 1} million taels for it if ho did 
not think he could make a profit on 
that outlay. It is suggested that a 
comp ny could run it more econo- 
micilly than the municipality; but 
this is a fallacy. A company means 
@ board of directors who would be 


just as much dependent on_ their 
manager as the Cuuncil is, and there 
is no reason to assume that they 
would havé a better manager than 
the Council has, Shanghai con- 
tinues to grow so fast that while 1}. - 
million tacls looks a large sum now, 
it will look very much smaller five 
years hence; and we hold to the 
principle that the lighting of the 
Sottlements should be a municipal, 
not a private undertaking. If, how- 
ever, the ratepayers should decide to 
sell, which we do not believe they. 
will, Bruce Peebles & Co, as the 
successful tenderors for tramways, 
should have an opportuni:y to bid, 
if they wish to, or the suggestion of 
the:r agents shyuld be adopted, that, 
in the even: of the d-partment being 
sold, the agreement to supply Bruce 
Peebles & Co, with curren’ for the 
tramw.ys shuld be made une of the 
linbilities to be taken over by the 
purobaser. 

We understand that the Council, 
as a boly, is not in favour of th» sale 





of ths dep wtment, and we trust that 
in this it will be supporsed by the 
ratepayers on Tucaday next.

TOGO'S LATEST DETAILS. 
Tokio, 31st May. 
Keoeived 1st June. 

Admiral Togo, collating reports 
subsequent to those already tele- 
graphed, Peresiecad ane ibe battle- 
ship Oslyabya was badly damaged at 
the outset of the fight on the 27th 
and sank first of all, at three in the 
afternoon, 

The Sissoi Veliky, Admiral Na- 
chimoff, ant Vladimir Monomach 
were crippled during the daytime on 
the 27th and drifted to Tsushima, in 
consequence of which a night attack 
was made on them by torpedo-boats. 
The Shinana Maru, Yawata Maru, 
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Tainan Maru, and Sado Maru attempt- 
ed to capture them next duy but they 
sink, ‘Lhe survivors, about 915 in 
number, were quartered on thé con- 
verted ciu‘sers and on the: coast. 

The battleship Navarin received 
four torpedoes after sunset and rank. 

The cruiser Svietlana was 
covered at 9 a.m. on the 28th off 
Erlung island by the Niitaka and 
the Otowa, and was sunk. 

The cruisers -Aunra snd Alwaz 
are supposed to have been sunk in a 
torpedo attack on the 27th. 

‘The sinking of the cruiser Jemt- 
chug is now doubtful. 

Altogether eight batileships, three 
armoured cruisers, and threo ar- 


moured coast defence vessels, form- | 


ing the Russian main squadron, were 
all either sunk or cuptured. The 
second-class cruisers and other small- 
cr vessels have been mostly crushed 
and the Ru-sians have thus been 
virtually annihilated at one blow. 

‘The Japanese losses are torpedo- 
boats Nos. 34, 35, and 69, sunk by 
the Russian fire, but the crews were 
eaved. The casual:ies come within 
800. 

‘The opposing fleets wers fighting 
on alurge scale in a dense fog and 
Admirals ‘Togo’s outlook could not 
extend beyond five miles, and as 
the fight proceeded for two days and 
a night the details were not all 
within his view. He would send a 
detailed report within a few days. 

1t is stated that Admiral Rozhdiest- 
ven-ky’s wound consists of a bruise 
in the head, but injury to the brain 
is a feared. He has also three other

Baron Iwasaki, the President of tho 
Mitou Bishi Dockyard aud Engine Works, 
relates thostory, in an article on shi 
building in Japan, as follows :—In tho 
first year of Ansoi (1854) the Russian 
warship Diana hed her bottom dostroyed 
by a wave, and was finally sunk at tho 
port of Shimods, province of Idsu. 
Thore being no available ship by wl 
the crew. of the lost ship, over 600 in 
number, could go home, they set about 
building two schooners with tho aid of 
Japancso artisans. These vessels being 
completed by the spring of tho following 
year, they set sail to Viadivostock.
